FRAUDSTERS 
IN THE DOCK

A FORMER civil servant swindled 
councils out of £23,000 in housing 
and council tax benefit all because he 
needed to fund his smoking habit, a 
court was told. 

Robert Goldsmith did not reveal that he 
was receiving a civil service pension. Now 
he will have to pay all the cash back. 

The 65-year-old made £3,150 and £1,019 
in fraudulent housing and council tax 
claims from Cherwell District Council. 

Goldsmith, ofWoodfield, Banbury, also 
claimed £15,714.28 in housing benefit and 
£3,056 in council tax benefit from 
neighbouring South Northamptonshire 


Council. A Cherwell spokesman said: "He 
had used the money to help fund a 
particularly heavy smoking habit." 

The court was told he was buying 400 
cigarettes a week. 

Goldsmith admitted four counts of 
obtaining benefit by deception between 
August 2007 and May 2010. 

He received a 12-month prison sentence, 
suspended for two years, and a four-month 
curfew at Banbury Magistrates' Court. 

Another Cherwell resident also admitted 
defrauding the council - out of £12,738 in 
housing benefit and a further £2,890 in 
council tax benefit. 

John Donohoe, 60, drew the benefit cash 
despite owning more than double the 
maximum permited assets, which at one 


point topped £16,000. Some of the capital 
was saved from previous Disability Living 
Allowance payments. 

He admitted two counts of obtaining 
benefit by deception and received six 
months in prison, suspended for 18 months, 
and a three-month curfew. 

The Golden Villa Close, Banbury, resident 
will also have to pay the cash back. 

Both men had to pay court costs of £250 
each. 

Martin Henry, director of resources for 
both councils, said: "Housing and council 
tax benefit fraud is treated very seriously 
and will be pursued as far as possible. 

"Dishonestly claiming such benefits is a 
drain on local and national resources and 
will not be tolerated."

FLASHBACK:

Since returning last month, he has been visiting 
schools to speak about his two-wheeled charity 
odyssey. 

And now he will speak about his experiences in a 
talk at Banbury Town Hall. 

He said: "I have been working 
hard. I haven't stopped. 

"A lot of people have heard about 
the countries that I visited but didn't 
know much about them." 

The former pupil of Chenderit 
School, Middleton Cheney, passed 
through 61 nations on his 45,000- 
mile trip. 

His route took him to the 
stunning mountains of Colombia 
and the beauty of the Nile, 
experiencing nearly every form of 
weather man can withstand. 

Mr Blake - who wants to train to 
be a primary school teacher - 
worked for a year to save the 
£14,000 for the trip, which began in 
April 2008. 

It was all to raise £11,000 for 
charity SOS Children, which hopes 
to provide a new home for 



orphaned and abandoned children 
in Zambia. 

But if that warms your heart, his 
tales of foreign dishes will make 
your stomach squirm, as he recounts 
gobbling mice, guinea pigs and 
iguanas. 

Mr Blake said: "The guinea pigs 
are really good. It was tough, a bit 
like beef, a bit more stringy and 
chewy." 

He has since visited his old 
school as well as Chacombe and 


Hanwell Fields primary schools to 
talk about his experiences. 

Mr Blake said: "It makes people 
realise what you can do - especially 
on a bicycle." 

Mr Blake will speak at Banbury 
Town Hall on Wednesday, May 23, 
at 7.30pm. A portion of the 
proceeds will go to the charity, 
which he has pledged to continue 
fundraising for.

So we have 
bitten the bullet and agreed to 
incur the costs in having the site 
completely cleared of any similar 
devices."

■ 999 operator Shabina keeps calm in life-or-death situation 

Former BBC presenter 
helps save baby's life

A FORMER BBC Radio 
presenter has helped save a 
baby's life in her new 
career as a 999 operator. 

Shabina Akhtar used her 
finely-honed communication 
skills to help save the life of a 
newborn baby girl. 

The 38-year-old gave life¬ 
saving advice over the phone 
to a frantic couple whose baby 
had stopped breathing. 

Parents Beata and Andrzej 
Kolon dialled 999 when three- 
day-old daughter Leokadia 
experienced breathing 
difficulties. 

They got through to Mrs 
Akhtar in South Central 
Ambulance Service's North 
Oxfordshire control room, 
where she faced a race against 
time. 

After Leokadia's father said 
she had stopped breathing, Mrs 
Akhtar relayed resuscitation

instructions for Mrs Kolon. 

Mrs Akhtar - who changed 
careers after being personally 
touched by the good work of 
the NHS - said: "Then the baby 
started crying. 

"You can't understand what 
a huge relief that was." 

Despite only joining the 
service last year, the former 
BBC breakfast and afternoon 
radio presenter said she knew 
she had to keep a cool head. 


She said: "When you get 
people who panic, I am used to 
that. I can remain quite calm." 

Mrs Akhtar, of Mollington, 
said: "The only thing I was 
focussed on was getting the 
baby breathing. 

"Later, when I came off the 
call I thought 'Oh my God'. It 
hit me afterwards. 

"Rarely calls are life and 
death - but this really was life 
and death." 

Mrs Akhtar was a regular 
voice on Radio Oxford from 
2006 to 2009, before leaving to 
care for her mother, Mumtaz, 
who had been diagnosed with 
breast cancer. 

A statement from Mr and 
Mrs Kolon said: "We are 
absolutely amazed with the 
support we were provided with 
by the NHS." 

James Keating-Wilkes, 
spokesman for SCAS, said: "We 
are delighted that Shabina was 
able to use her knowledge to 
help Leokadia's parents to help 
their baby girl."

The Stewart Company which also 
makes products for the catering and 
aerospace industries, has taken over a 
huge complex on the Beaumont 
Industrial Estate. 

The move, which represents a £3m 
investment for the firm, means more 
than 70 jobs will be transferred to the 
town over the next nine months, 
following the company's decision to 
uproot from its current base in 
Croydon, Surrey. 

Bosses hope most of its current staff 
will relocate to Oxfordshire - but some 
new local jobs will also be created. 

Group chief executive Richard Butler 
said: "We are an expanding company, 
both in terms of products and new 
markets, but this is the right time for us 
to make this move. 

"Banbury is exceptionally well- 
placed for distribution, which is 
essential to us as we supply more than 


1,600 garden centres, retailers and 
distributors across the UK. 

"The building is ideal for our needs 
and will allow us the growth to 
continue our expansion plans." 

Mr Butler said that negotiations were 
ongoing with existing staff about 
making the move, with operations 
transferring across in the early summer. 
Work on the new building will take 
place at the same time. 

He said: "We anticipate the start-up 
phase will be completed in July. It is an 
exciting time." 

Stewart, which was founded in 
1945, makes moulded plastic products 
including plant pots, propagators, 
composters and water butts — as well 
as food storage units and components 
for aerospace. 

It exports its garden products to EU 
markets, including France and Spain, 
while its catering division is expanding 
in Germany, Belgium and Holland. 

The building has been taken on a 
15-year lease and is on the site of a 
former tea warehouse that burned 
down in the 1970s. It was rebuilt and 
occupied until recently by DHL. 

Bill Wareing, of letting agents 


Wareing and Company, said: "This is a 
real coup for Banbury. Stewart had a 
wide choice of possible locations but 
chose Banbury for its transport links 
and the suitability of the building. 

"The arrival of the Stewart Company 
is a significant boost to the local 
economy." 


The move is the latest in a series of 
recent boosts for Banbury. 

Cherwell district councillors last 
month gave motorsport company 
Prodrive the go-ahead to develop a 
major retail park, to be called the 
Banbury Gateway, on the site of its 
premises on the Wildmere Industrial

Estate allowing it to create hundreds of 
jobs at its new site on the former Hella 
lighting factory in Southam Road. 

And bosses at car parts wholesaler 
Firstline have moved their 150-strong 
workforce from Bicester to a £10m 
purpose-built distribution warehouse at 
Junction 11 of the M40.

Carer's fraud case is delayed due 


InBRIEF 

Escapee jailed 

■ A 26-year-old man has been jailed for 
escaping from police. Edward Kirby was 
under arrest and being watched over by 
two officers at the Horton General 
Hospital, Banbury, on April 16 when he 
made a run for it. He handed himself in 
on April 20. Kirby, of Orchard Way, 
Banbury, has 39 previous convictions. 
He was jailed for three months at 
Oxford Crown Court on Friday after 
admitting escaping from lawful custody. 


A MENTAL-health carer, accused of 
defrauding a vulnerable woman out 
of nearly £8,000, has had her case 
adjourned after she told the court 
that she was too ill to attend. 

Mencap worker Denise Kiff 
contacted staff to say she would not 
be attending what should have been 
her first appearance. 

The 40-year-old faces 18 charges 
of fraud by abuse of position for her 
actions against Maureen Baker, 


whose wellbeing had been placed in 
Kiff's hands. 

Prosecutors allege that the 
defendant took out a loan in the 
victim's name and used the victim's 
debit cards to withdraw cash and 
pay for goods. 

Between December 29, 2009 and 
February 7, 2011, Kiff was said to 
have made 14 cash withdrawals, 
totalling £2385.17, using Ms Baker's 
debit card. 


She is accused of withdrawing 
most of the money from banks in 
and around Banbury, as well as 
making two failed bids to extract 
£50 while in Weymouth, Dorset. 

From November 15, 2010, to 
March 18, 2011, Kiff was also said 
to have used the same card to buy 
goods from a jewellers and a petrol 
station in Banbury and from 
Monsoon in Oxford - coming to a 
combined £142.42.

Kiff, of St Leonards Close, Banbury, 
was that between July 1, 2010, and 
October 8 the same year, while as a 
support worker employed by 
Mencap, she fraudulently arranged a 
£5,000 loan in Maureen Baker's 
name, which she paid to herself. 

District Judge Tim Pattinson, 
sitting at Banbury Magistrates' 

Court, adjourned the case to May 11 
after Kiff told staff of her illness.

Accident 
verdict 
on crash 
deaths

A DRIVER, who died with a 
friend in a car crash, was 
"two to three times" the 
drink-drive limit, an inquest 
heard. 

Cullum Miles and backseat 
passenger Stacey Westwood 
died instantly when the Vauxhall 
Astra they were travelling in hit 
a tree off Broughton Road, near 
Banbury, on November 6. 

Front-seat passenger Daniel 
Barry, who remembers only 
waking up in a nearby bush 
before making his way home 
oblivious of the crash, escaped 
without injury. 

An inquest into the deaths of 
Mr Miles, 25, of Mascord Road, 
Banbury, and 20-year-old Stacey 
Westwood, who grew up in the 
town but had moved to 
Leicester, was heard at Oxford 
Coroner's Court last week. 

All thee occupants of the car 
had been out drinking that night 
and Mr Miles was "two to three 
times the driving limit", 


according to pathologist 
Professor Ian Roberts. 

Survivor Mr Barry told the 
hearing he had no recollection 
of the crash but went to police 
after waking up that morning 
and realising he must have been 
a passenger. 

The wreckage was discovered 
by jogger Desmond Farrell at 
about 8am and it was thought 
the crash took place some time 
after 3.30am. 

Collision investigator PC 
Adrian White said it was 
impossible to estimate the speed 
of the car, which had veered on 
to the nearside verge before 
rolling into the tree. 

Coroner Nicholas Gardiner 
recorded verdicts of accidental 
death, but said Mr Miles would 
have probably faced criminal 
proceedings for careless driving 
had he survived. 

Mr Miles' mother, Julia Miles, 
said afterwards: "We are 
relieved that the inquest is over 
but obviously the pain will be 
with us forever. Our thoughts are 
with everyone concerned in the 
collision."

New civic leader 


after Tory ballot 


IAN HUDSPETH has promised to 
bring fresh ideas and a new 
approach to Oxfordshire County 
Council after winning the battle to 
succeed Keith Mitchell. 

Mr Hudspeth, 52, was voted in as the 
new leader of the ruling Conservative 
group at a secret ballot last Thursday, 
defeating the current deputy leader, David 
Robertson. 

Mr Mitchell will officially stand down 
as leader of the council on Tuesday, May 
15. 

A vote by all councillors will be taken 
to formally anoint Mr Hudspeth as his 
successor. That will be a mere formality, 
given the Tories' dominance. 

It is a political comeback for Mr 
Hudspeth, who has represented 
Woodstock since 2005. He was ejected 
from Mr Mitchell's cabinet last year after 
unsuccessfully standing against him in a 
leadership contest. 

Oxfordshire County Council is 
responsible for about 80 per cent of all 
public-sector spending in Oxfordshire. Mr 
Hudspeth will control a budget of about 
£970m. 

He will oversee services such as the 
county's state schools, highways, fire and

rescue service, social care, libraries and 
waste disposal. 

After the vote, Mr Hudspeth said: "My 
first job is going to be sitting down and 
working out who is going to be on the 
cabinet and scrutiny committees and to 
make sure we use the talent we have got 
to our best advantage. 

"We have got to make sure we deliver 
first-class services to the residents of 
Oxfordshire. At the moment I feel elated, 
pleased and honoured with the result of 
the ballot. 

"But there was a moment I thought, 


Crikey, this is a mammoth task I am 
taking on and a massive pair of shoes to 
fill." 

Mr Hudspeth's losing rival, Mr 
Robertson, 70, said: "I am looking now to 
go and do other things in life - outside of 
the council. 

"In some ways it has done me a favour. 

"Ian won fair and square and should be 
given room and space and not have me 
hovering around as a shadow in the 
background." 

He said he planned to spend more time 
at work - he owns a company that sells 
file-transfer processes to local authorities 
- and will remain a councillor for Witney 
East. 


New civic leader's 'to do' list 


CUTS: County Hall needs to save 
£119m over four years and it will be 
Mr Hudspeth’s job to ensure its 
unpopular savings plan stays on 
track. 

SCHOOLS: Oxfordshire’s GCSE 
results fell below the national 
average for the first time last year

secondary school without having 
mastered basic reading, writing and 
arithmetic skills. 

TRANSPORT: The county’s roads and 
railway is chronically congested and, 
with very little money in the pot, Mr 
Hudspeth will have to be creative if 
he wants to keep the county moving.

RARE butterfly species are 
winging their way back to 
Oxfordshire because of last 
year's warm spring. 

Butterfly experts say the 
conditions last spring were perfect 
for the insects, which emerged 
weeks earlier than normal, as they 
appealed for people in Oxfordshire 
to help monitor species this year. 

Data collected by the UK 
Butterfly Monitoring Scheme 
revealed population rises for a 
number of species that have 
declined in recent years. Scientists 
are hoping there will be similar 
increases this year, following hot 
weather in March. 

Volunteers have been collecting 
data from about 1,000 sites across 
the UK and ecologist Dr Marc 
Botham, from the Oxfordshire-based 
Centre for Ecology and Hydrology, 
said people should look out for 
some scarce species in Oxfordshire. 

His love of butterflies started 
when he netted them as a boy. He 
said: "Increasingly warm spring 
weather in recent years has really 
benefited a number of scarce 
species. Volunteers have worked 
hard to improve the condition of 
current habitats by cutting back 
woodland to create open areas 
where violets and other plants can 
grow. 

"The more information we get 
from the public, the more steps we 
will be able to take to help protect 
rare species. 

"The hot weather in March will 
have helped, but it was quite cold in 
April, so that could set the spring 
butterflies back a bit." Dr Botham 
added that people can look out for 
the Grizzled Skipper throughout 
Oxfordshire at sites including Aston 
Rowant and Aston Upthorpe 
Downs, and the Dingy Skipper at 
sites including Swyncombe Downs 
in the Chilterns. 

He said: "Both are localised, 
scarce species that have shown

significant long-term declines - but 
had a superb year in 2011." 

Dr Botham added: "The Silver- 
Spotted Skipper is worth looking out 
for on any chalk grassland with 
short-grazed turf." 

According to Butterfly 
Conservation, which is working with 
the CEH on gathering data for the 
monitoring scheme, the dry weather 
has provided "perfect conditions for 
spring specialists, enabling them to

benefit from extended flight 
periods". 

Butterfly Conservation head of 
monitoring Dr Tom Bretherton said: 
"The great spring weather provided 
respite for our beleaguered 
butterflies but wide-ranging 
conservation efforts are needed to 
reverse long-term declines."

BanburyCake 
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Perfect storm of rough magic

A THEATRE critic pal of mine always 
asks for a two-word text review of 
my Shakespeare outings. 

And glancing at my scribbled aftershocks 
of the RSC's Tempest, this time I can do it in 
one: penetrating. 

From the splintered, shardlike set of the 
shipwreck trinity finale to the lords' poised 
daggers and a hero whose world is 
skewered by betrayal, it is a production that 
slices through the consciousness long after 
leaving the theatre. 

Jonathan Slinger's Prospero is a survivor. 
Tormented by virtue, he ricochets around 
the stage, pushed to breaking point by 
earthly - and watery - betrayals. His spirit 
guide Ariel is his mirror image in a scarred 
suit - a brilliant device as they orbit each 
other and become more tangled. Sandy 
Grierson's Ariel is a lightning-bolt of energy, 
all skull and elbows. The audience jumped 
when he pounced, batlike from the rigging. 

The Tempest, often seen as Shakespeare's 
last play, takes separation anxiety to the next 
level. The RSC's set is stark and post- 
apocalyptic, woozily angled to conjure up 
imbalance. A weather-beaten plastic cube 
hosts some of the action too, clingy and 
mysterious like a Davy Jones' locker. 

The musical interludes - often irritating in 
Tempest - are powerful, as unnerving and 
immersive as tinnitus with Ariel's bowed 
instrument and falsetto as well as a set that 
continuously clangs. 

The lords are livened up by the addition 
of a female (Sebastian) which adds to the 
energy of the violence. 

And just when it all seems as dark and 



complex as a Thom Yorke solo, Trinculo and 
Stephano thunder on and command the 
laughter, getting heroically boozed up, 
giving great clout to the first ever use of 
the term 'in a pickle'. Trinculo (Felix 
Hayes) is a hilarious simpleton, 
quivering and hesitant and Stephano 
((Bruce MacKinnon) looks like The Cat In 
The Hat with his shock-headed smirk. 

I found Emily Taaffe's nymph-like Miranda 
and Solomon Israel's Ferdinand coyly sweet 
in their flirting, but it was hard to believe 
Miranda's bold proposal and her offers to 
carry his lumber. 

The RSC really pushes the boat out with 
the goddesses - and they really are spoiling 
us, with bubbles, sparkle, spectacle and 
marionette-puppet manipulation which 
tingles the senses. 

As Propero shakes his staff, bidding 
an emotional farewell to Ariel, 
threatening to puncture the notion of theatre 
itself, this really is a dose of rough magic 
that has far-reaching results.

IF Louis Chevrolet, co-founder of 
the eponymous carmaker, had had 
his way you would not be reading 
this. The Swiss-born son of a watch¬ 
maker simply loved cars — the 
more luxurious, powerful and 
exclusive the better. 

It was the suggestion that 
Chevrolet should build a lower- 
priced car that finally led Louis to 
turn his back on the company he co¬ 
founded in 1911, leaving him to 
pursue his passion for motor racing. 

So what he would have made of 
the diesel-powered practicality of a 
2012-model large family hatchback 
we can only imagine. 

Luckily for us ordinary motoring 
mortals, Chevrolet badges now 
adorn plenty of versatile, value-for- 
money, vehicles, as well as the high- 
profile Corvette and big-block 
power plants that have cemented 
the company's name in motoring 
history. 

Since its introduction three years 
ago, the Cruze has been a world¬ 
wide success and the arrival of the 
hatchback version strengthens the 
company's hand in Europe's hard- 
fought compact segment. 

It is confidently styled, with loads 
of interior space and a choice of effi¬ 
cient petrol and diesel options.

A SELECTION of rare and fascinat¬ 
ing cars will be auctioned at the
